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Bank robbery suspect 
apprehended at airport

A sharp-eyed Romulus de- 
tective helped city uniform of- 
ficers and Detroit Metro 
Airport Police nab a burly 48- 
year-old Indiana man Monday 
afternoon, shortly after he 
robbed a local bank and took a 
van from a frightened bank 
customer, police said Tuesday. 

Detective Sgt. Gordon Mal- 
aniak reported he was driving 
in the area of Middlebelt and 
Goddard Roads, when he spot- 
ted the alleged bank robber in 
the stolen van about 2 p.m. 

Malaniak followed the van 
into the airport area, while ra- 
dioing the police dispatcher 
for additional help. 

Airport police slowed the 
accused bandit’s travel route 
near Northwest Airlines ter- 
minal, until a full team of po- 
lice officers could be 


assembled. 

The Indiana man was ar- 
rested without incident at the 
airport, Malaniak said, and 
taken to Romulus Police Head- 
quarters where he was interro- 
gated by local detectives and 
agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. He was found 
to be carrying no weapon. 

Police report that $800 in 
small bills were recovered 
from the suspect’s pockets and 
another $580 was found in the 
stolen van, 

Malaniak said the large ca- 
sually dressed suspect walked 
into the First of America Bank 
at 9950 Wayne Road (near Ro- 
mulus High School) about 1:30 
p.m. Monday. 

He approached a female 
bank teller and implied he had 
a weapon in his pocket and de- 
manded a large supply of 
money in small bills ($10 and 
$20s). 


After gaining the stolen loot, 
police report, the man walked 
out of the bank and demanded 
the keys of a van from a wo- 
man, who was just about to en- 
ter the bank branch office. 

“The woman at first re- 
fused,’’ Malaniak said, “but 
then surrendered the keys 
when he informed her he had 
just robbed the bank. He once 
again inferred he had a 
weapon.” 

Bank officers tripped the 
holdup alarm and Romulus 
police responded within min- 
utes and the suspect and van’s 
descriptions were broadcast 
locally. 

A short time later Malaniak 
spotted the vehicle and the ar- 
rest was made. 

FBI agents took the suspect 
to U.S. District Court for ar- 
raignment on Tuesday.

Other lawsuits possible 

Deepwell zoning hearings to begin

With the Zoning Board of 
Appeals hearings slated next 
week on the controversial En- 
vironmental Disposal Services 
(EDS) deep well project, a fi- 
nancial impact study has been 
released by a University of 
Michigan-Dearborn professor 
that includes foreboding news 
about possible massive new 
lawsuits against the city. 

Dr. Seth I. Hirshorn, associ- 
ate professor of public admin- 
istration, sent a 17-page study 
Monday to the office of the 
Michigan Community News- 
papers that hints that EDS and 
a subsidiary (Roman LLC) 
could file massive lawsuits 
against the city if its deep well 
project is turned down in com- 
ing weeks. 

The study also included 
over nine pages of bibliogra- 
phy listings from city docu- 
ments and numerous 
newspaper stories including 
many from the ROMULUS 
ROMAN. 

The scheduled ZBA hear- 
ings are to begin at 7 p.m. Oct. 
26 and 27. 

In Part II of his massive re- 


port, Hirshorn states, “There 
are four potential suits the city 
and its officials are now fac- 
ing” with EDS and there is “no 
insurance for the city to cover 
the cost of defending itself 
against or recoveries from the 
taxpayer action” that also 
might be taken. 

In exhibit seven of his re- 
port, Hirsborn lists the suits as 
two civil rights suits against 
the city as well as a suit seek- 
ing delay in operation losses 
and a possible city taxpayers 
suit charging the city with mis- 
appropriation of city funds. 

Hirshorn states in his “de- 
scription of actual and possi- 
ble legal actions resulting in a 
failure of deep well litigation 
and four addition lawsuits” 
that a civil rights lawsuit “is to 
be commenced by Roman LLC, 
a subsidiary of EDS, in Octo- 
ber 1994 against the city’s 
mayor (Beverly Me Anally) and 
building department head 
(David Paul)” seeking $100 mil- 
lion in punitive damages and 
$4 million in actual damages 
for civil rights violations in 
connection with inducements 
to EDS and its investors to de- 
velop a disposal well business 
in the city. 


Hirshorn states “the suit 
will continue seeking the re- 
turn of the investors $3.8 mil- 
lion in well investments, 
whether or not the city pre- 
vails in the zoning litigation.” 

A check with Vince Schager, 
EDS operations manager, re- 
vealed that the suit is in a 
preparation stage and has not 
yet been filed.

Letters to three Romulus 
councilmen were mailed Tues- 
day by pro- Environmental 
Disposal Services well activist 
Dolores Witzgall and three 
other “taxpayers” threatening 
legal action against the city of- 
ficials and their attorneys “to 
enjoin (stop) any further repre- 
sentation and payment for zon- 
ing litigation expenses and 
require them to be repaid to 
the city.” 

The letters were mailed to 
Councilmen Michael Prybyla, 
William Wadsworth and Ran- 
dolph Gear, Witzgall said. 

In the letter, the writers 
state, “During the past year, 
you, as members of the Ro- 
mulus City Council have, at the 
mayor’s (Beverly McAnally) 
recommendation, incurred ex- 
penses, approved warrants 
and appropriated funds to pay 
for zoning litigation against 
EDS- litigation which, when 
viewed in light of public state- 
ments by city officials seems 
more interested in blocking 
the EDS project than enforc- 


ing the city’s zoning statutes.” 

The letter continues “as Ro- 
mulus property owners and 
taxpayers, we wish to express 
our frustrations over how, we 
believe, you as members of the 
City Council, acting in concert 
with the mayor, have deceived 
and continued to deceive the 
public regarding the expenses 
being incurred in connection 
with this litigation.” 

The letter writers state that 
Prybyla, Wadsworth and Gear 
on two occasions in the spring 
of 1994 voted to approve pay- 
ment of warrants which in- 
cluded legal expenses in 
excess of what had been ap- 
propriated through properly 
adopted budget amendments. 

Witzgall and her fellow 
writers state “over a period of 
nearly a month, the City Coun- 
cil approved litigation ex- 
penses totaling $161,709 — 
more than $50,000 more than 
had been appropriated up to 
that point through your votes.” 

The writers also state the 
city voted to appropriate noth- 
ing for litigation involving the 
deep well for fiscal year 
1994-95. 


“The mayor must think we 
are fools,” they charge and ask 
the trio of councilmen to “stop 
playing games with us the tax- 
payers of Romulus.” 

They also decry the lack of 
official discussion on the fu- 
ture fees for litigation asking, 
“When did it become legal for 
a city not to tell what it’s doing 
with (taxpayers’) money?” 

The trio then warned, “If 
the excess expense reimburse- 
ment is not made promptly 
and the secret accumulation of 
expenses does not cease im- 
mediately, we taxpayers shall 
begin an action against you 
and your attorneys to enjoin 
any further representation 
and payment for zoning litiga- 
tion expenses and require 
them to be repaid to the city, 
because these expenses and 
the future expenses may ne- 
cessitate further increases in 
our Romulus property taxes.” 

The trio concluded, “We 
have rights spelled out in the 
city charter, Uniform Budget 
Act and Open Meetings Act. 
We are fully prepared to en- 
force these rights in a court of 
law. Stop this secrecy and re- 
turn our money.”

Candidate takes lone

One of the most difficult 
tasks that Helen Halyard con- 
fronts in her campaign as a 
Workers League candidate for 
the 13th Congressional District 
is recognition for herself and 
her party.

Ironically, she said, 
the majority of workers to 
whom she addresses her cam- 
paign have opted to support 
the Democratic Party, a party 
that she believes has failed to 
adequately represent workers. 

Halyard said the central is- 
sue in her campaign is that ev- 
ery worker have a secure and 
decent paying . job. She noted 
that recent plant closings and 
downsizing of companies have 
created financial hardships 
and anxiety among u T orkers. 

The Workers’ candidate 
supports a universal health 
care plan, including the right 
to choose a physician plus full 
hospitalization, dental and eye 
care services. “Health care is a 
basic need. The controversy

over health care reform now 
indicates the inability of the 
system to make reforms,” the 
candidate said. 

Halyard believes the full 
cost of the health care should 
be provided by the 
government. 

“Taxation on the lower and 
working classes should be low- 
ered, and the taxes on the rich 
should be increased,” Halyard 
said, suggesting that taxes 
should be at a 100 percent 
level on earnings more than 
$150,000. 

Halyard, originally from 
New York City, has been a 
Michigan resident for 11 years. 
She has been affiliated with 
the Workers Party all of her 
adult life, participating in 
campaigns and working on so- 
cial issues.

We must feel safe in 
our homes and on our streets. 

We have a right to feel safe. We have a right to feel secure We should not be threatened in our own community 
by career criminals and school drop outs victimizing us. We have thieves, killers and sex offenders who are out 
on the street after only minimal prison time because of our present state system. These convicts are on the 
street, threatening our well being and our property because of our present system of incarceration 

Here's what we have to do. 

t . CREATE A MANDATORY SENTENCING PROGRAM 

There can be no early release offered for repeat offenders and for heinous crimes. We need to get tough with 
criminals and ensure that they pay dearly for their crimes against us and our neighbors. If they commit a crime, 
they must know, without a doubt, that they will serve a prison sentence for it. There can no longer be early 
release and time off for men and women who are repeat offenders and career criminals. 

2. DEVELOP PRIVATE PAY PRISONS 

If men and women who are convicted criminals are housed and cared for at the expense of taxpayers, where is 
the punishment. Presently, some prisoners are provided dance lessons, legal counseling, vocational training and 
unlimited leisure at our expense. I believe that crime deserves punishment. 

We need to allow privatization of some prison facilities. Let's allow private developers to build prisons and 
house prisoners and have the criminals pay for it. If sent to prison, criminals should be charged for their time 
there. They should pay for their care and their rehabilitation through fines, an assessment against any property 
they may own, bank accounts or any other funds they might have. If they have no assets, the State should be 
allowed a lien against any future property or assets so they are forced to pay for their jail time once released into 
society. 

These facilities would require regulation and inspection, but might provide the answer to overcrowding in our 
jails — and could prove a serious deterrent to crime. 

3. PUT OUR PRISONERS TO WORK 

There are a number of jobs in this state which could be done by prisoners. Our roadways could be cleaned 
up — our waterways could be cleaned and cleared of debris and our environment improved by use of prison labor. 
Prisoners could be used as laborers in the building of new prisons, cutting our costs immensely. 

Prisoners should be forced to pay their own way — not stay in our correctional facilities at our expense. Today, 
victims lose twice, first as the targets of criminals and then as the providers of incarceration for them. 

Marginal criminals should be used in our work force to make our state a better place and free our state employ- 
ees to do the jobs for which they are trained. While I do not suggest that violent or repeat offenders be used in 
this manner, it is crucial that we better use the labor force available to us in the state. 

4. VIOLENT OFFENDERS PROGRAM 

While I support the use of marginal criminals in the state work force, I want violent criminals kept in maximum 
security facilities without the opportunity to escape or be released early. I do not want my family, or yours, threat- 
ened by these people who clearly have no regard for others. Violent criminals should be incarcerated under the 
strictest of conditions and not paroled or released early. 

We have to change our attitude. Some people cannot be rehabilitated. We have to change our attitude and 
keep these predators from our homes and our families. We have to be willing to pay to keep these people away 
from society— and we can pay for this by using lesser offenders to do state-paid jobs, allowing those funds to be 
channeled into our prisons. 

We need to make some difficult choices to solve a difficult problem. 

5. ESTABLISH JUVENILE BOOT CAMPS 

Youngsters arrested for the first time on non-violent charges and convicted should be sent to boot-camp type 
facilities where they can experience the discipline and training missing in their fives. First we need to offer our 
children a basic education as I've discussed — and if that fails them, then we need to impose a strict climate of 
rules and regimen for them instilling a respect tor our community and our way of life. 

When you have to worry about your family leaving home because you’re not safe, there’s something wrong, 

Let s get these juvenile offenders off the streets and correct their behavior now. 

Let's look at some of our closed military installations for use as juvenile training centers. We need to realign our 
priorities and put our prisoners to work, not make victims pay twice.

Parents protest closing of 
schools in Wayne-Westland 


Hundreds of Wayne- 
Westland elementary students 
may be going to different 
schools next year if an admin- 
istration proposal is approved 
by the Board of Education to 
close four elementary schools.

The proposal was revealed 
when more than 200 angry par- 
ents, who attended the board 


meeting last week at John 
Glenn High School, asked 
board members to reveal the 
names of the schools being 
considered. The 4-1/2-hour 
meeting became so heated that 
at one point two Westland po- 
lice officers approached the 
stage where board members 
were conducting the meeting. 

The closures were proposed 
as a result of the redistricting 
and middle school concepts as 
well as the financial state of 
the district, which is currently 
$1.2 million in deficit. 

The middle school concept 
would involve moving some 
1,200 six graders to the middle 
schools and 1,200 ninth 
graders tc the high schools, 
making the elementary school 
grades kindergarten.

The Dearborn professor 
also states that a similar suit 
also could be filed against the 
city itself for the same amount 
of damages. 

Another possible suit listed

A Halloween plastic pump- 
kin was the cause of an acci- 
dental fire which could have 
been tragic had it not been for 
a quick-acting babysitter and a 
smoke alarm which helped 
save seven young Westland 
children, according to West- 
land Fire Marshall Patrick 
Harder 

The fire started around 7:30 
p.m. Saturday at the home, lo- 
cated on the 1600 block of Lil- 
lian Street in Westland. 

The blaze ignited when the 
sitter, Pam Keatts of Westland, 
was caring for three of her 
children and her sister’s four 


children at her sister’s home. 
According to Harder, the wo- 
man took a plastic pumpkin 
from the children and tried to 
keep it away from them by set 
ting it atop a lamp, Harder 
said. 

“My four-year-old set the sty- 
rofoam pumpkin up there,” 
mother of the four children 
Sandy Duke said, adding that 


another child later turned the 
light on. 

“The lamp was so hot that it 
(the pumpkin) started on fire,” 
Harder said. 

Meanwhile, the children 
and Keatts were on the upper 
floor of the home when the wo- 
man heard the smoke detector 
sound. When Keatts saw the 
pumpkin and lamp in flames 


she attempted to toss the burn- 
ing jack-o- lantern out the door 
and received second-degree 
burns on her arms and hands, 
Harder said. While Keatts was 
taking the lamp outside, parts 
of the plastic also fell onto the 
living room couch and started 
it ablaze, Harder added. 

The woman safely escorted 
all seven children, under the 
age of 10, out of the home, 
Duke said, adding that Keatts 
was too broken up to talk 
about the fire. 

The children escaped un- 
harmed, but the family dog 
died in the fire which caused 
some $45,000 in damage to the 
home, Harder said.

State parks funding 
rates voter approval 

The approval of Proposal P, which would establish an 
endowment fund for state parks and increase the maxi- 
mum allowable amount of ftinds in the Michigan Natural 
Resources Trust Fund (MNRTF), could revitalize the state 
park system by providing funds for much-needed 
improvements. 

Those who visit the state parks can attest to the need to 
upgrade park facilities and programs. An increasing nu- 
mber of residents - many from western Wayne County - use 
the state parks for fishing, hiking, picnicking and camping. 

These state-owned parks are prime natural resources 
for all Michigan residents, and it is necessary for voters to 
see that funds are allocated for the improvement and 
maintenance of the parks for years to come. 

Revenues from the MNRTF, which was established in 
1976, are from oil, gas and mineral production on state 
lands, and were initially earmarked to purchase prime 
recreational land for public use. 

The endowment fund would provide a long-term, stable 
source of funding for state parks, receive $10 million annu- 
ally from the trust fund and improve maintenance, secu- 
rity and cleanliness in the state parks plus expand visitor 
services. 

In addition, the passage of Proposal P would guarantee 
that further diversions of funds would be halted, such as 
the funds that have been diverted in the past for economic 
development programs. 

We join the Michigan United Conservation Clubs, Michi- 
gan Environmental Council, Michigan Municipal League 
and many other entities in supporting the approval of 
Proposal P in the Nov. 8 general election as a benefit to all 
citizens of Michigan.

I was always taken care of 
from the people that really 
cared about me, but one day 
that all changed. I understood 
that another school district 
took over my care. They prom- 
ised me that they were going to 
improve me in many ways, I 
like enclose my hallways make 
my rooms quieter with carpet- 
ing and generally just keep me 
up to date with all the other 
schools in my area.

No one ever told Belleville coach Bob La- 
Pointe it was going to be easy. 

He knows better. 

After his Tigers dearly hung on to a 21-16 vic- 
tory over arch-rival Wayne Memorial on a sunny 
Saturday afternoon made for football, LaPointe 
and his undefeated Tigers have none other than 
undefeated Monroe to face next 

And, although Belleville has climbed a notch 
or two in the Class AA state ratings (they’re No.2 
over all; No. 1 in the West), which really trans- 
lates into that they wiU all wart a piece of you now, 
the Tigers have another mirst game on their 
schedule. 

Monroe also happens to have the same aspira- 
tions that the Tigers do, that is, to capture the 
1994 Mega Conference Red Division champion- 
ship and qualify for the state playoffs.

“We failed to get the job done in that first 
half,” noted Wayne coach Chuck Howton.

And Wayne did. To survive for the playoffs, the 
Zebras need to beat on back-to-back weekend -

Belleville jumped on top 14-0 lead for the first 
two quarters and controlled the first half, but 
then had to fight a determined Wayne that came 
back in the second half and almost puled it out. 

Ian Gold got Belleville on the scoreboard mid- 
way in the opening period with a 21-yard sweep. 
And the Tigers had to settle for a 6-0 lead when 
Eric Harrison’s kick was blocked. 

In the second quarter, Cannon came up with a 


17-yard TD run and the Tigers elected to go for 
two with Gold going across the goal line. 

Early in the fourth period, the undefeated Ti- 
gers scored what was the last TD of the afternoon 
as Gold drove in for his second touchdown. Har- 
rison’s bid for the point-after found the mark. 

Cannon finished with 82 yards on 12 tries, and 

Gold piled up 55 yards on 12 carries. Tiger run- 
ning back Joe Manual added 29 yards on six 
chances and Nate Lewis contributed 13 yards. 

Defensive tackles Brian Shephard and Zyers 
Ruff were at their best for Wayne and Justin 
Carey, along with Rashaad Atkins, also earned 
accolades on defense. 

“I felt one of the key plays in this game was 
Cannon’s interception which certainly stopped 
on of their threats,” said LaPointe. “They cer- 
tainly dominated us in that second half.”

Glenn graduate dazzles audiences with special movie effects

My momma always said that 
life is like a box of chocolate. You 
never know what you're goin’ 
get. 

Those lines from the hit 
movie Forrest Gump are now 
famous after being heard 
throughout the U.S. last sum- 
mer. What also captured the at- 
tention of the audience, 
however, was the many special 


effect scenes which included 
actor Tom Hanks, portraying 
Forrest, running at lighting 
speed to get away from his so- 
called enemies. 

The effects have been ap- 
plauded by many critics, and 
the outstanding results can be 
attributed to no other than 
Doug Chiang, a John Glenn 
High School and William D. 
Ford Vocational Technical 
Center graduate. 

Chiang, who works for 
George Lucas’ Industrial Light 


and Magic in California, was 
one of the technical artists that 
worked on Foirest Gump and 
another hit flick this year 
Mask. 

Chiang, who is only in his 
young 30s, achieved an Acad- 
emy Award last year for his ex- 
pert special effect work in the 
outrageous comedy Death Be- 
comes Her. 

He said it took nearly 11 
months to complete his end of 
the work in Forrest. 

“We had to alter the dia- 


logue, and we wanted to make 
the movie seamless, especially 
the running aspect,’’ Chiang 
said. “Our goal was to make all 
the effects believable. We had 
to be very careful not to push it 
over the top because audi- 
ences today are very aware 
now on how special effects are 
done.” 

Chiang said he enjoys taking 
an idea and stretching it as far 
as he can. That method can be 

related to his brief but effec- 
tive work in Mask. 

“ Mask was a slightly differ- 
ent film,” Chiang said. “The 
work was done early on. I 
came up with a few wild and 
crazy designs and then an- 
other technical team took it 
from there because I had so 
much left to do on Forrest. The 
two movies were in the works 
at the same time.” 

Forrest Gump is the roman- 
tic, rollicking tale of an inno- 
cent at- large in an America 
that is losing its innocence. 

Hanks portrays a simple 
man who, over the course of 
three decades, leads a most ex- 
traordinary life. 

Gump is a slow-talking, 
slow-witted Southerner who, 
through the generosity of his 
heart and indelible optimism, 
becomes a star football player, 
war hero, athlete, millionaire

and the truest love a woman 
could ever know. 

Mask stars Jim Carrey who 
knows how to turn a city up- 
side down. Carrey finds a mask 
that gives him special powers 
beyond his control whenever 
he puts it on. 

The mask, however gets Car- 
rey into all kinds of trouble 
with the mob, police and wo- 
men. The special effects in this 
flick are outstanding. 

Chiang’s work has been 
seen in other Hollywood films 
including Ghost and Terminator 
11. He said Forrest Gump was 
probably one of the most diffi- 
cult films to put together. 

“Just to get everything per- 
fect took awhile,” Chiang said. 
“But, once you get it right, you 
know the audience will appre- 
ciate it even more.” 


Chiang is already working 
on his next flick, Jumanji, 
which is based on the chil- 
dren’s book where two chil- 
dren start playing a game and 
realize things in real life begin 
to happen as they are playing 
the game. 

“They have to finish the 
game in order to end what they 
started,” Chiang said. 

Besides working on films 
this year, Chiang also recently 
got married. He finally took a 
well-deserved honeymoon in 
Bora Bora. 

What’s in store for this very 
talented special effects pro- 
ducer in the near future? 

“I would like to produce 
and direct my own film one 
day,” Chiang said.

Inkster, Wayne, and West- 
land may be courting financial 
disaster by bucking the na- 
tional trend and burning their 
garbage in a proposed waste- 
to-energy plant, 

Across the United States, 
the fairy tale dreams of incin- 
erator promoters are going up 
in smoke for lack of trash to 
burn, according to the Walt 
Street Journal. 

These communities, infec- 
ted by “waste-to-energy" fever, 
are “trapped in a death spi- 
ral,” and their taxpayers are 
getting burned, the Journal 
continued. 

The reason? Incinerators 
were not designed to be eco- 
nomic; they were designed to 
replace dumps, a disappearing 
asset that didn’t disappear, ac- 
cording to Douglas Au- 
genthaler, a trash stock analyst 
at Oppenheimer & Co. in New 
York, and to Dennis Piper, a 
local writer on environmental 
topics. 

Will the same problems sink 
the waste-to-energy plant pro- 
posed by the Central Wayne 
County Sanitation Authority to 
handle garbage for Inkster, 
Wayne, Westland, Garden City, 
and Dearborn Heights? 

And what about health 
concerns? 

“The waste-to-energy plant 
should not go in,” said Dr. Ro- 
bert M. Soderstrom, spokes- 
man for the Michigan State 
Medical Society. In 1993, the 
society passed a resolution 
calling for the phase out of in- 
cineration in the entire Great 
Lakes basin because the plant 
emissions of dioxin and PCBs 
(polychlorinated biphenyl). 

Soderstrom said that dioxin 
and PCBs are both cumulative 
toxins that are too prevalent in 
Great Lakes fish. 

Further, the International 

Joint Commission’s Sixth Bien- 
nial Report on Great Lakes Wa- 
ter Quality, a group appointed 
by the U.S. president and the 


Canadian prime minister, rec- 
ommended, in 1992, that “in- 
cineration facilities in the 
region be phased out of use or 
required to eliminate the pro- 
duction and emission of di- 
oxin, furan, PCBs and 
inorganic materials, especially 
mercury and hydrochloric 
acid...” Implementation of this 
recommendation could moth- 
ball the incinerator. 

These and other questions 
were put to Erik Schaeffer, di- 
rector of the Authority, and 
other local officials who have 
recently authorized Schaeffer 
to negotiate with Central 
Wayne Energy Recovery Part- 
nership, a subsidiary of Bal- 
timore Gas and Electric, to 
upgrade, own, and operate the 
plant. 

Schaeffer strongly dis- 
agrees, asserting that eco- 
nomics and environmental 
safety favor the proposed 
incinerator. 

Schaeffer had informed the 
member communities that the 
choice was between negotiat- 
ing to upgrade the incinerator 
to a mass burn waste- to-en- 
ergy plant or closing it down 
and disposing of the commu- 
nities waste in a dedicated 
landfill cell. 

Use of a dedicated cell, 
which would only accept trash 
from the Authority, adds $7 
per-ton to estimates of the dis- 
posal costs, or $742,000 per 
year (calculated by multiply- 
ing $7 per-ton cost by the 
106,000 tons-per-year to be 
burned). By not considering 
this alternative, Authority 
members were persuaded to 
choose between an incinerator 
and a dedicated landfill, 

which will have similar dis- 
posal costs, according to 
Schaeffer’s estimates. 

“There are tremendous 
public funds invested in the 
incinerator over 30 years,” 
said Wayne Mayor Ken War- 
field. “We can’t just walk away 
if the decision is close." 

But why rule out landfills, 
which would save taxpayers 
$742,000 at today’s prices? 


Schaeffer answered: “The 
advantage of a dedicated cell 
is that if anything goes wrong 
with the landfill, we will be 
able to identify the pollution 
source. In a dedicated cell, the 
Authority would have a sepa- 
rate monitoring system so the 
Authority could pinpoint its 
own leachate for testing 
purposes.” 

Schaeffer said that poten- 
tial liability from pollution 
lawsuits would be reduced by 
isolating the Authority’s trash 
and maintaining separate test 
records for it. 

“The extra $7 per-ton differ- 
ence is worth it because land- 
fill cleanups aren’t cheap,” he 
said. “They can range any- 
where from $5 to $50 million.” 

Schaeffer also pointed out 
the counter argument, that 
“nondedicated landfills have 
money set aside to cover 
liability.” 

Schaeffer’s reasoning was 
challenged by Oakland County 
Commissioner Sue Douglas, a 
leading player in Oakland’s re- 
jection of a waste-to- energy 
plant in favor of mainstream 
landfills. 

“I never heard of a commu- 
nity choosing a dedicated 
landfill,” she said, adding that 
it would raise the Authority’s 
risks in two ways. First, by tak- 
ing it out of a very large risk 
pool. She said that under US 
Superfund law, potential lia- 
bility can be spread very far. 
“It’s up to the courts.” 

Or, as the WSJ put it: “...drag- 
nets have been spawned by the 
far-reaching liability clauses 
of the Superfund law. De- 


signed to clean up the nation’s 
worst toxic trouble spots, the 
statute empowers the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency and 
designated state agencies to 
identify ‘potentially respons- 
ible parties’ and force them to 
pay lemediation costs, regard- 
less of when and what they 
dumped at a site and even if 
they simply once owned the 
property.” 

Second, Douglas said that li- 
ability is not reduced by con- 
trolling where you landfill 
your waste as it is by how you 
sort your waste. For example, 
she said that the city of 
Rochester controls its waste by 
mandating curb-side recycling 
and by spending $40,000 for a 
mobile hazardous waste 
pickup system. Paints, 
pesticides, and solvents are 
picked up. The Authority did 
not include this safety mea- 
sure in plans for its dedicated 
cell, though Schaeffer said it is 
being negotiated with the Part- 
nership for the incinerator 
upgrade. 

Douglas said that dumping 
unsorted trash into a dedi- 
cated landfill cell appears to 
increase liability and risk. 

If she is right, Authority 
member communities acted on 
poor information. 

However, incineration 
could pay for itself if the $7 
per-ton landfilling advantage 
disappears. Schaeffer’s cost 
projections, which the Author- 
ity members accepted, expects 
the trend toward lower landfill 
prices to reverse itself. How- 
ever, when asked to provide 
back-up data to support the 


projections, he admitted that 
the future was not certain. 

Other economic factors fa- 
vor the incinerator, Schaeffer 
said. First, the Authority will 
get back $800,000 at the con- 
tract signing to offset develop- 
ment costs, with about $400,000 
to be split by the members as a 
signing premium. 

Second, $300,000 of taxes 
collected from the plant will 
be split by Inkster, Wayne. 


Westland, and Garden City, al- 
though this figure will be re- 
duced yearly. 

Third, after 27 years, about 
$12.5 million will become 
available to the member com- 
munities from the Detroit Edi- 
son, the electric power { 
purchaser, escrow fund. The 
fund was established to guar- 
antee power generation, since 
the success rate of waste-to-en- , 


ergy plants is not impressive.

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Western Wayne police departments slow 
in hiring females, African-Americans

Despite elaborate measures 
Imposed on police depart 
merits to insure equal employ- 
ment opportunities, local 
hiring of African Americans 
and females is progressing 
slowly. 

An informal survey shows 
that Wayne, with a black popu- 
lation of 1,531 (7.7 percent), 
and Canton Township, with a 
black population of 1,167 (2 
percent), have no African- 
American officers; Westland, 
with a black population of 
2,817 (3.3 percent), has one, and 
Romulus, with a black popula- 
tion of 4,934 (21.6 percent), has 
two. 

In contrast, Sumpter Towns- 
hip, with a black population of 
1,487 (13.7 percent), has a black 
police chief and a female ser- 
geant, who is second in com- 
mand. 

Hiring of women has pro- 
gressed slightly faster. Wayne 
has one female officer, Ro- 
mulus has five, Canton has 
three, Westland has 12, Ro- 
mulus has five, and Sumpter 
Township has two. 

The inequality of outcome 
in hiring of African-Americans 
baffles the chiefs and person- 
nel directors. 

“I don’t know how we could 
be more aggressive,” said Can- 
ton Personnel Director Dave 
Medley. “We have a pretty good 
affirmative action plan and 
have never had negative feed- 
back from the Economic Op- 
portunity Commission.” 

The EOC investigates com- 
plaints about hiring discrimi- 
nation and monitors hiring 
procedures, applications, and 
outcomes. 

Wayne, yet to hire an 
African-American officer, has 
not received EOC criticism. 

“The EOC has reviewed us 
in the past and we have p assed 

with flying colors,” said Wayne 
Personnel Director Robert En- 
glish. 

All the communities con- 
tacted for this article follow 
EOC hiring gu idelines , p ost p o- 
sitions in minority news- 
papers, such as the Michigan 
Chronicle, and use written tests 
created by the Michigan Mu- 
nicipal League to eliminate 
bias. 

Wayne, for example, re- 
moves the names from its writ- 
ten tests, replacing them with 
numbers, to insure that no par- 
tiality enters the grading pro- 
cess, English said. Outsiders, 
with no connections to Wayne, 
are brought in to administer 
and evaluate oral exams. 

The results are taken to the 
Wayne Eligibility Board, 
which consists of two men and

One member is 
appointed by the City Council, 
another is elected by the em- 
ployees, and the third is se- 
lected by the other two 
members. The board reviews 
the test results and sends a list 
containing the names of the 
three top performing appli- 
cants to the police chief, who 
hires ft'om the list. 

Westland hiring is all done 
by the three-member Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, following the 
requirements spelled out by 
State Act 78, according to Don 
Reddy, Westland Deputy Po- 
lice Chief. 

“The police department 
only does the background 
checks,” Reddy said. “The 
Commission sets up the inter- 
views and establishes the hir- 
ing list. 

“At the present time, we are 
testing 80 people, and we have 
no way of knowing who’s who -- 
black or white, male or female. 
We just take them as they 
come.” 

Besides unbiased testing, 
the communities must report 
their outcomes to the EOC. 
Canton Personnel Director 
Dave Medley said that he is re- 
quired to file EOC forms that 
include information about ap- 
plications and hiring by posi- 
tion, salary, gender, and race. 

“There’s a lot of paperwork, 
and I don’t see the necessity of 
logging the reports since we 
have a pretty good affirmative 
action plan," Medley said. 

Canton has never received 
negative feedback from the 
EOC. However, the Township 
has had to fend off “nuisance” 
complaints, which entail pay- 
ing an attorney to respond, 
Medley said. 

Gayle Cober, EOC enforce- 
ment manager, had no com- 
ment. 

Unsure why there are no 
African-American officers on 
the Wayne force, Police Chief 
John Coliigan speculated that 
low wages, relative to nearby 
communities, might be to 
blame. 

“It takes five years to reach 
maximum salary here,” he 
said. 

However, Sumpter Towns- 
hip Sgt. Wanda Elden, said it is 
easy to hire minorities and fe- 
males. 

All the communities 
praised the benefits of hiring 
women and African- Ameri- 
cans. 

“A female officer can do ev- 
erything a male can,” said Bob 
Brown, Romulus police chief. 
“I have no hesitation to use fe- 
males. One big advantage is 
that a female officer will try as 
hard as she can to calm some- 
one down by talking and rea- 
soning. A macho male is 
quicker to resort to more 


forceful actions.” 

Having successfully inte- 
grated two African-American 
officers, he said he would like 
more. "In my opinion, the 
more that you have in depart 
ment, the better you are. We’re 
starting to reflect a more accu- 
rate picture of community.” 

Sgt. Elden praised female 
officers, saying, “They don’ 
have problems with road pa- 
trol because they are very dip- 
lomatic with the public. They 
also seem to encounter less re- 
sistance front the general pub- 
lic, especially from the men, 
some of whom are chivalrous.” 

Accompanying the desire to 
integrate, there is also an em- 
phasis on culture diversity, ac- 
cording to Coliigan. “The 
police academies emphasize 
cultural diversity,” he said. “So 
we sent the whole department 
back, including the chief and 
assistant chief. 


“Police officers have to be 
attuned to cultural differ- 
ences, now that police work 
has become so complex and di- 
versified. It’s not just a guy 
with gun and badge anymore.” 

The failure of Wayne to hire 
African-American officers and 
more women has been crit- 
icized by Jim Netter, an 
NAACP member, who specu- 
lates that hiring biases persist. 
He said that the lack of 
African-Americans hampers 
the ability of the city to obtain 
federal grants, and that the 
lack of female officers restricts 
body searches of females and 
limits the comfort available to 
female rape victims. 

In response, Coliigan and 
English said that Wayne is re- 
ceiving federal grants. Col- 
iigan said that the department 
has trained other female em- 
plo yees to conduct body 
searches.

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Wine-making ritual 

Old country tradition carried on in Canton

“Bubble, bubble, toil and 
trouble” describes the scene 
in the garage of Frank and 
Paula DeLuca of Canton 
Township. Six 45-gallon con 
tainers, called primary fer- 
menters, hold a ground up 
mixture of stems, seeds, shoots 
and red California grapes - a 
deep, lush purple-cranberry 
color that bubbles as it fer- 
ments. 

A family endeavor, brought 
from Italy when the family 
came to America, is still car- 
ried on by the DeLuca family 
who are passing their wine- 
making secrets on to the next 
generation. 

Careftilly tended by the De- 
Luca family, who reside on 
Forest Trails, the ground-up 
grapes spend five days con- 
cealed like trash, while blan- 
keted under quilted cover-ups 
that movers use to protect 
them from the cold. 

Watched and stirred twice a 
day by the DeLuca family, the 
grape mixture - with the help 
of a heater - maintains a tem- 
perature of 65 to 75 degrees. 

Thirty glass jugs of assorted 
sizes - three, five and seven 
gallon containers - frame the 
sidewalk awaiting the 
strained, aromatic mixture 
that will become wine in three 
months. 

A 75-year-old press will 
squeeze out juice from 10 
cases of grapes at the same 
time as Grandpa DeLuca su- 
pervises his daughter, son, 
grandson and other family 
members in a ritual he began 
in Italy with his father and 
grandfather when he was 8. 

Sixth years ago in Italy, the 
grapes were grown on the fam- 
ily estate. White and red 
grapes were blended and 
cranked, and then stepped on 
to crush and blend. Then, the 
grapes were pure of chemical 
additives. Now, DeLuca will 
only buy purple grapes from 
California. 

For six hours on Saturday, a 
grinder which is 50 or 60 years 
old started the process as 
$1,000 purchased 50 cases of 
grapes from the United Pro- 
duce Terminal on Fort Street 
in Detroit. Some 125 gallons of 
wine will be divided between 
family members and their 
friends.

In the old days, men made 
and drank the wine, followed 
by a card game, while the wo- 
men cooked in the kitchen. 
Liberation finds women 
straining and pouring right 
along side the men. 

Frank DeLuca’s maternal 
grandfather passed on the 
press to the younger members 
of his family. Great-grandpa 
Bossio drank the wine until he 
was the ripe old age of 103. 

DeLuca uses a hydrometer 
to measure the proof, 

“You don’t want anything 
stronger because it won’t taste 
good,” Frank said. 


“Regular wine is 10 or 12 
percent alcohol,” said Frank’s 
sister, Irene Prus. “Pure Ital- 
ian wine, without the additives 
mixed in by commercial wine 
makers has a better flavor.” 

A recycler at heart, Frank’s 
wife, Paula, has a secret ingre- 
dient making her flowers the 
envy of the neighborhood. 
With the juice eliminated, the 
pulp makes its way to her 
flower beds so nothing goes to 
waste. 

What do they get out of it? 

“Longevity and a good 
time,” Prus confessed. 

Their grandfather, Vin- 
cenzo, started his day with a 


shot in the morning and one 
for breakfast. Every day he 
drank two glasses of wine and 
lived to be 99, she said. 

“From trash to treasure, 
from earth to pleasure,” could 
be the DeLuca family’s toast 
when the wine is ready and 
they lift their glasses in cele- 
bration.
